Your husband, having been convicted by Military Court 
for violation of the Articles of War, has been received at this 
station to complete his sentence to confinement. Commitment 
papers have not been received; therefore, our records are in-+ 
complete as to date the sentence to confinement will expire, 
When necessary information is received, you will be notified 
as to the date your husband will be released from confinement. 


While confined in this Institution he will receive 
the same food as is issued to soldiers on active duty in this 
area, all required medical attention and full participation in 
the planned recreational program. He will be permitted to write 
two letters a week to approved correspondents, and two such 
letters per month will be at Government expense. He is on a 
nonpay status and may receive cash donations for the purchase 
of tobacco or stamps. The sending of packages containing 
toilet articles, cakes or other edibles, tobacco and station~ 
ary is not desired, During the Christmas Holiday season some 
relaxation in the routine will be exercised; however, for the 
present this mail is not acceptable. é 

You are requested to write him letters of encourage- 
ment and suggest his cooperation in all possible ways with the 
authorities of this Institution, so as to gain the maximum | 
amount of good conduct time credit and whatever edditional 
clemency can be extended to him, 


This Institution is located in an isolated area, 
and should you desire to visit here, arrangements to remain 
overnight would have to include your staying at some nearby 
city or town, such as Poughkeepsie, 18 miles away, Beacon, 17 
miles away, or Pawling, 8 miles away, However, all those com- 
munities have but little accommodations and, as there are no 
accommodations at this Institution or in the immediate vicinity, 
your visit would have to include plans of leaving the grounds 
by 4 PeM. daily. If you desire to visit here, write your 
husband and have him arrange for a pass which will be at the

The record con- 
tained no psychiatric study. 


The Parole Commission was not aware that the serviceman had been located. 
The last contact with the case had been the FBI's request in May 1944.
